have just read a letter from a former Secretary of War 
in which he says: 
For the last year, jobs have seemed to me so 
much more imp ortant than drinks that I have been only mildly 
stirred by the flurry going on around the Eighteenth Amendment.” 
We agree. In the p resent crisis it is little short of a national 
calamity that p rohibition is allowed to distract attention from 
unemp loyment. 
No man who has seen his savings vanish and his children 
suffer, through three months of weary hunting for a job, can 
p ossibly believe that p rohibition is, at this moment, the p aramount 
p olitical issue. 
A few p oliticians, no doubt, Honestly cling to that notion. 
But for the most p art p rohibition is a red herring drawn across 
the main trail. 
It diverts voters into a tortuous by-p ath which, 
for the immediate future, leads nowhere. And that is the p urp ose 
for which the red herring is used. 
W;e are not here taking sides for or against p rohibition. 
W'e are merely p ointing out that there is such fundamental dis­ 
agreement on that subject that the issue will not be settled today, 
no matter who is elected. 
On the issue of unemp loyment, 
ho wev er, there is funda ­ 
mental agreement. 
Both drys and wets a g ree tha t there are 
enough machines, materials, money, and 
unsa tisfied wa nts to p ro­ 
vide a job for every man who wants o ne. Bo th dry s and wets a g ree 
that the economic losses connected with the liquo r tra ffic a re 
small, comp ared with the ten billions o f rea l wea lth which ha v e 
been lost, already, in this dep ression. 
Here is a p roblem which ca n be so lv ed. 
It is a po litica l 
issue. 
No p arty has p resented a n a dequa te so lutio n. 
Nobody tried to make 
a p artisan po litica l issue o ut o f the 
war against Germany. 
Nobody 
sho uld try such ta ctics in the 
war against unemp loyment.

RODIN’S BIRTH 


On Nov. 4, 1840, Auguste Rodin, 
a French sculp tor, and one of the 
greatest of all tii|ies, was born 
>n Paris of a p oor family. 
His only general education was 
at a school m aintained by 
his 
uncle in Beauvaie. At 14 he en­ 
tered a school for decorative a rt 
in Paris and later, studying under 
Barye, he began to ex hibit In the 
salon. 
F irst of his works to a t­ 
tract attention was a head called 
“Broken Nose.” Though he model­ 
ed this a t 22, critics regard it as 
one of the most p owerful 
of his 
works. 
After service in the arm y in the 
Franco-Prussian W ar, Rodin gain­ 
ed considerable attention by his 
statue the “Age of Bronze." He 
later 
received the 
commission for 
the bronze door of the Museum of 
Decorative 
Arts. 
The 
door 
was 
never finished but the figures and 
group s Rodin p rep ared for it are 
among his best 
works. 
Among 
them are 
“The 
Thinker”

“Adam and Eve."
